out 1o long as his lite laſted. 


And indeed hee was as good as his word, for 
being ſo long a time furiouſly aflaulted with ma- 
ny Ordnance, and about 500 Enemies, and alſo 
being three times boorded, and entred by the 
Turkes (who were alſo thrice, beaten out againc) 
their ſhip being fired, and their round houſe 
burnt, their maine-ſayle was likewiſe conſumed in 
the flames , and their rigging and Cordage cut 
downe and ſpoyl'd. At lait the Maſter was laine, 
ending his dayes Nobly , likewiſe the Maſters- 
mate , and the Pilot , and quarter-Maſter were 
k1ld outright, they-having done as muchas men 


could do againſt ſoſtrong an enemy, kept Maſter 


Doves company,both in life and death, and in hea- 
vemly happuncile. 

Ia this terriþle: turmoyle , there were two of 
the Turkes had got themſelves up into the Top, 
and one of the three paſſengers ( witha Muſket) 
ſhot at them, and kild them both : one of thoſe

There were alſo three Turhes more flaine tha 
came abyord., Bat how many rhe number of then 
thar were kil d is uncertaine , therefore let then: 
reckon them. But hirely their loffe muſt needs be 
great, ftOr the Maſter Gunner was fo diligent , wa 
rie and cxpcrrt, that it was not perceived that there 
was a ſhort loft or ſpent 1n vaine, and indeed 
for his $111 and courage, he is efteemed not to, 
have many fellowes in the wefF parts of England. 
for his knowledge in thar Arr. 

The lofſe on the Chriſtian fide, were thoſe 
foure men,which were killed outright (as is afore- 
faid) there were allo eight more of them danger- 
ouſly wounded, whereot one of them 1s dead.fincc 
their arrivall at Plimmouth, And ( praiſe be given 
ro God) the other ſeaven are all on the mending 
band and indifferent well, fo-that there 1s ao doubt 
_ of their recovery, to-health and limbs unmaimed, 


onely their ſcars will remaine, as markes of their 


Valour, and badges of famous reputation. 
The Maſter Gunner , being the Chicte Com-

mander left alive in the Ship,did haile to the Turks 
againe, 1nd darcd them tO COMe On againc anc ory 
the other bowt. But they had had ſuch proofe of 
his courage and knowledge before in the hight, be- 
ing {o ſhattered , torne, and ganled , That rhey 
could neither boaſt of Victory , nor durſt then 
venture any more to ga1nc it, for they perceived 
the Gunners reſolution was never to yeeld, and (1 
they fl! to their ſayles,and tacklin,and very much 
diſcontented flunk away , making their moanes 
7O Mahomer, 
There werecertaine Hogges , and Porltrey, in the 
- Elizabeih, And in the heat of the fight , (the Ship 
being much tent and torne with the Shot of the 
enemy) the poore Swine and Pullen were killed, 
partly with the Bullets,but moſt with the ſhatters 
and ſplinters of ſhivered Planks., and timber of 
the Ship.

Spaniſh Ayd, ind Englands rune, Bot wind, 
weather , and the Hollanders kept: Parma and 
his flect in the havens of Graveliag , Dunkirbe, 
Neeport , and ſome other Ports of Flanders , 
ſo that by Gods: affiſtance , the Valour and 
Valiant ſervice of the Englith marriners was 
ſo prevailing , that the. Spaniards , were bea- 
ten . battered , flaine , taken, fſunke, and (1 
ſhattered, tattered , and ſcattered , there were 
not many of rhem left to make report in 
Spaine, of their entertainment in England, _ 

Thus having ſhewed partly the Antiquity 
of ſhipping , with the ſervices which they doe 
for , and in matters of warre, (© it 1s fit to 
be conſidered what commodious uſes arc madc 
of ſhipping, and marriners in time of peace. 

It 1s manifeſt that as God hath beene mer- 
cifully , liberally , bountitnll, to all Nations 
and people of the world, giving to cach 
Climare and Countrey meanes for the main- 
taining of lite, yet he hath not given all kinds 
of commodities to any one place, Kingdome 
or dominion. But for the ſociety of man- 
kind he hath ordained negottation commerce 
and Trafique. The gold and filver jewels 'of 
Indis , the honic , waxe , hempe, and furres of 
Auſſie ; the winds , oyles, ſpices, drugs, fi 
gers , filkes , ſtufftes, Copper, cotton , maſhes,

and other Nations would be deſtirnte ot our 
Leade, Tinne, Leather, . Cloath , - Tallow , 
Beere, and F know not+ how many other 
pretty things which we doe vent, venture , 
and ſpare, to all the Realmes and regions al- 
moſt of the whole World.
